LONDON, Sept. 19.—The Nation- 
al Executive of the Labor party 
issued a statement just before the 
close of its emergency session to- 
day regretfully accepting the resig- 
nation from that body of Sir Rich- 


ard Stafford Cripps. 

Sir Richard, generally regarded 
as one of the party's leading pros- 
pects for Prime Minister in the 
event of a Labor election victory, 
resigned in disagreement with the 
party policy of supporting military 
sanctions to prevent an Italian- 
Ethiopian conflict. 

Lord Ponsonby resigned the 
party leadership in ‘the House of 
Lords yesterday for the same rea- 
son, and George Lansbury, Labor 
leader in the House of Commons, 
has offered to surrender his post. 


Several Walk Out. 


Today, Jack Clynes, who lost the 
party’s leadership by only three 
votes to Ramsay MacDonald prior 
to the latter's first term as Prime 
Minister, walked out of today’s 
meeting. 

-He was one of several members 
of the executive who quit the ses- 
sion when they found themselves at 
variance with the joint resolution 
with the Trades Union Congress 
to give support to sanctions to en- 
force the League of Nations coven- 
ant. Lansbury declined to make a 
statement. 

The resolution called for the ac- 
tion to “prevent Italy’s unjust 
rapacious attack upon the territory 
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Italian Troops Passing Through Suez Canal 
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Mediterranean on the same date. 
The battleship, Queen Elizabeth, 
which is ordinarily the flagship of 
the Mediterranean fleet, was being 
loaded at Portsmouth for a reported 
departure next week for the Medi- 
terranean. 

The British public learned for the 
first time today something of the 
extent of its Government’s adoption 
of a.“be prepared” policy in the 
Mediterranean. Although the ad- 
miralty ended temporarily the se- 
crecy which had covered naval 
moves, morning newspapers seemed 
anxious not to alarm readers and 
made little of the arrival of war- 
ships at Gibraltar. 

Conservatives planned to present 
a demand to the Government for a 
substantial increase in defense 
forces “to enable British interests 
to be adequately safeguarded and 
international obligations fulfilled.” 
Four resolutions concerning na- 
tional defense will be considered at 
the annual party conference at 
Bournemouth, Oct. 3, the agenda for 
which was made public today. 

An official defense proclamation | 
at Gibraltar, advising the public to 
lay in a supply of candles for “cer- 
tain emergencies,” was reported to- 
day by Reuters (British news 
agency). 

The proclamation, said Reuters, 
warned the public to screen its 
candle lighting, stating: “In the 
event of certain emergencies it may 
prove necessary to extinguish all 
lights throughout Gibraltar.”

Duck-Hunting vs. Duck-Shooting. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WRITE in reference to an editorial 

on the duck situation entitled “Re- 
sults of the Duck Cénsus.” 

I am pleased to note that your con- 
ception of waterfowl management places 
the emphasis on réstoration of favorable 
conditions for breeding, feeding and rest- 
ing. Although I do not know how you 
arrive at the proportion you suggest— 
25 ducks eliminated by unfavorable con- 
ditions to oné killed by sportsmen — 
certain'y it must be agreed that ail- 
though this is probably not the exact 
ratio, some such conditions do obtain. 

But I cannot understand why it must 
follow as a matter of course that re- 
strictions on hunters are, therefore, too 
severe. It must be pointed out that in 
imposing these restrictions, the Bureau 
of Biological Survey is limiting the fac- 
tor available for immediate control. 
Briefly, it is possible to control legally 
the hunters, when the factor of drouth 
or agricultural practices does not re- 
apond so readily to legislative action. 

Sportsmen—to make the term all-inclu- 
sive, let us use, rather, hunters—are re- 
sponsible for a great déal of the duck 
shortage. It is admitted that their 
money is also being used to better con- 
ditions. However, even a casual thought 
will convince the open-minded sportsman 
that no species can stand up under such 
terrific slaughter as the ducks are sub- 
ject to all along the line of migration. 

The encouraging thing in the present 
legislation is that the $10,000 duck hunter 
is placed on almost the same basis as the 
one-gallus hunter. With the outlawing 
of baiting, live decoys, motorboats, and 
the limiting of guns to three-shot capac- 
ity, everyone is on a more nearly equal 
basis to enjoy a grand sport. Duck- 
oo was getting to be too much of a 

- type of slaughter, and losing 
too much of the elements of exertion and 
@ certain necessary intelligence. 

You see, on the old basis, with the 
equipment of former times; the hunter 
had to earn his sport by employing his 
mind and his muscles. He had to know 
the habits of game so he could use his 
limited equipment to the best advantage. 
He had to pursue the game into its 
haunts and match his wits with the prey 
on its own ground. Therefore, your old- 
time hunter was much hetter informed 
about conditions than the present-day 
sportsman, who employs money instead 
of perspiration, bait instead of energy. 
He knew about ducks because he had to 
know, in order to succeed at his sport. 

The limitations imposed by the new 
laws are simply a partial return to the 
old basis. There are opportunities here 
for a richer sport, although there may 
accrue less game in the bag. It is not 
hunting, in the literal sense of the term, 
that is being restricted; it is the employ- 
ment of deadly, unnatural elements in- 
volved in baiting and other “improve- 
ments” in duck-shooting that will, de- 
servedly, suffer. Although the new laws 
were perhaps not prepared with that in 
view, nevertheless the point applies. In- 
stead of growling at the restrictions im- 
posed, true sportsmen ought to be thank- 

ful that an opportunity is presented to 
differentiate between duck-hunting as a 
sport, and just plain duck-shooting.

Many banks, 
large and small, were able to withstand the shock. 
If the Federal Reserve Board limits its inquiry to 
mere accounts, and to such technical phases of bank- 
ing as the velocity and shifting of deposits from the 
false prosperity of 1928 to the actual depression of 
1931, its investigators will be engage@ in something 
pretty close to boon-doggling, so far as the public, 
which makes the deposits and buys the bank stock, 
is concerned. 

The inquiry should concern itself with the charac- 
ter of the bankers and the character of the loans 
they made. 

Did the same banks have investment, commercial 
and savings departments under one set of officials, 
when each branch requires special talents? 

Were bankers enriching themselves at the expense 
of their customers and stockholders? 

Were commercial loans profitable? 

Were banks forced by the Government examiners to 
shift to collateral loans? 

Were character loans justified? 

Were portfolios of the small banks determined by 
the large banks? 

Were the bankers qualified to hold positions of 
trust for the handling of other people’s money? 
These are a few of the questions that might be an- 
swered if the Reserve Board would make a detailed 
examination of the banking corpses at its disposal. 
The opportunity is unique. Specimen banks can be 
found in every locality. The result would be a val- 
uable contribution to banking. We have paid a 
heavy price for unhealthy banking, and the Reserve 
Board, if it followed the scientific methods of the 
medical profession, could look for the causes and 
the remedies.

The dictator has suffered a defeat before a 
shot has been fired in Africa. He wanted to civ- 
ilize the blacks far away, but now his own peo- 
ple have caved in under the crushing weight he 
has put upon them.

It was 
stabilized at such an oppressive rate for the sake 
of enhancing the prestige of Fascism, Now the 
time has come to pay the penalty.

Automobiles kill more Americans annually then were killed per year in World War, 
writer says; very few motor deaths are pure accidents, for most are cases of 


culpable negligence or homicide; Baltimore campaign cut taxicab accident rate by 
80 per cent; urges severe action against killers, and rousing of public from lethargy.

HE German army killed about 50,000 
Americans in the 19 months between 
April 6, 1917, and Nov. 11, 1918, which 
is at the rate of a little over 31,000 a year. 
The American motor car, however, in the 
one year 1934 killed 36,000 Americans and, 
if the rate for the first three months of 1935 
is continued, will increase this number to 
38,000. It is to negligence that we are sac- 
rificing 100 lives a day, and there is no way 
of getting around it. Last year, 153 people 
died in the streets of Baltimore in automo- 
bile crashes. (St. Louis, with about 17,000 
greater population than Baltimore, had 160 
motor fatalities last year.--Editor’s note.) 
Very few of these were really accidents; the 
vast majority of them were homicides. 
That is to say, they were not only prevent- 
able, but easily preventable. When a man, 
sending two or three tons of steel and 
glass hurtling through the city streets at 45 
miles an hour, kills somebody, that isn't an 
accident. It is homicide at best, usually man- 
slaughter, and comes very close indeed to 
being murder. 
Yet the maudlin sentimentality of the 


result of his deliberate, intended act. Doubt- 
less he didn’t intend to kill anybody; but 
he did intend to take the chance that 
endangered the lives of others as well as 
his own. So the death that follows is not 
accident, it is homicide. 

The motorist has rights, to be sure, but 
there is no right that doesn’t carry with it a 
corresponding responsibility. If a man claims 
the right to propel a tremendous mass of 
machinery along the public highways, he 
must assume the responsibility of not endan- 
gering the lives of everyone else using the 
highway. If he rejects the responsibility, 
then he no longer has the right, because they 
go together, they are inseparable and one 
cannot exist without the other.

Head of St. Louis Institution Says 
Sign Language Restricts 
Association.

‘CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 19.—Dr. 
Max A. Goldstein, St. Louis, noted 
past president of the American 
Academy of Opthalmology and 
otolaryngology, said today he was 
against instruction of the deaf in 
the intricacies of the “sign langu- 
age.” 

Lip reading, said Dr. Goldstein, 
who is head of the Central Institute 
of the Deaf at St. Louis, is by far 
the most beneficial method of ad- 
vancing the handicapped person. 

He explained, “if children are 
taught the sign language, it sets 
them apart, restricts their associa- 
tion to deaf persons and removes 
them from the normal hearing 
world of the future.” 

Children at the Central Institute, 
accepted as young as 2 years of age, 
“never know there is such a thing 
as sign language,” he declared.

Churchmen Approve Proposal of 
Bitting & Co. Which Had

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 
The Finance Committee of the 
Missouri Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church yesterday

HOME-BUILDING SPURT 
PROVIDING MORE JOBS 


Federal Report Says Employ- 
ment in Heavy Industries 
Generally Is Improving.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
ernment statisticians said today 
that carpenters, bricklayers and 
other skilled workers are beginning 
to find jobs in the construction of 
homes. 

Isador Lubin, Commissioner of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, said 
conditions in the building industry 
were “very definitely on the rise.” 
He added that “employment in the 
heavy goods industries generally is 
improving, although it has a great 
distance to go to reach the level 
of non-durable goods.” 

An inter-office memorandum pre- 
pared by the statistics division of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion said even in 1930, when con- 
struction employment was higher 
than in any other recent year, it 
was only 88 per cent of normal. 


A survey of available Govern- 
ment figures showed that other in- 
dices of activity in the heavy in- 
dustries tended generally upward, 
but were spotty. Employment in 
July showed an index of 69.4 per 
cent of the 1923-25 average, as com- 
pared with 67.4 a year ago, and pay- 
rolls were 55.5 compared with 49.9. 

Some industries were reported 
back to “normal” during the sum- 
mer, with agricultural implement 
makers and automobile manufac- 
turers employing more than during 
the 1923-25 period. Lumber mills 
were averaging less than half the 
workers, and railroad repair shops 
were at almost as low a level. 

Lubin said the index of 90 in the 
machine tools industry was of par- 
ticular significance with respect to 
future activity. But in some cases 
it might signify the substitution of 
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machinery for men. 

Building permits in 753 cities 
jumped from 1808 for residential 
buildings in July, 1934, to 5124 in 
July of this year. The money in 
volved was $8,699,863 and $27,397,- 
689 respectively. 

Oak flooring shipments in July 
were 138 per cent more than in 
July, 1934; prepared roofing was 
66.9 per cent more; face brick was 
57 per cent more; and there were 
gimilar increases in the shipments 
of other building materials except 
for cement, which dropped slightly.

LOTTERY 
“AND 
BRIDGE

OTTERY games have been 

much in the public mind recent- 

ly. In spite of prohibitions, mil- 
lions of dollars are being collected 
annually by various sweepstakes or- 
ganized in foreign 
countries. . 

There is an im- 
portant investiga- 
tion in New York 
of the policy 
racket, which is a 
form of lottery, 
where poor fish 
of all colors are 
trimmed at odds 
so strong against 
them as to make 
any mathemati- 
cian gasp _ for 
breath. 

Mrs, Oliver Har- 
riman, together 
ee. with many wom- 
‘en’s organizations, is trying to di- 

-wert some of these millions of dol- 
’ jars from the cesspools: of 
‘American gambling underworld into 
“the worthier cause of charity. Ju- 
edicial decisions have held that 
where skill or judgment is exer- 
cised, as in the case of bridge, 

there can be no lottery or gaming. 

But in the case of pure lottery, its 
legality is doubtful even when ap- 
plied to charities. A test case in 
the Federal courts will decide 
whether a lottery run purely for 
charity is legal or not. 

The word “lottery” has no defi- 
“nite significance. Legally it is ap- 
* plied to games of chance or deter- 

mining prizes by lot. Way back in 

Biblical days lots were drawn, and 

when Rome was at its height Helio- 

gabalus ran a lottery in which the 

‘prize was either a golden vase or 
_six flies. The go-getting salesmen 
- of the sixteenth century Italian re- 
_publics incorporated the lottery 
principle in the sale of their mer- 
“chandise, and later lotteries be- 
came popular as an aid to govern- 
_mental finance. But the financial 

drain among the poor became ap- 
“parent even to the money-grabbing 
governments, and about 100 years 
“ago lotteries were suppressed ev- 

erywhere except in Holland, Spain, 
“Italy and Denmark, where they 
still flourish. 

In the United States the first na- 
‘tional lottery was held in 1776 and 
_most states legalized it for the pur- 

pose of reducing taxes or of secur- 

‘ing public buildings, but here also 

the Government later forbade the 

use of the mails for its promotion. 

To any student of gambling it is 

‘apparent that, with or without pro- 

hibition, lotteries and other forms of 

vicious gambling always have flour- 
ished. Mathematicians can shout 
until they are blue in the face that 

a lottery is a snare and a delusion 

and that any one playing it is 

doomed to lose, which is perfectly 
true. The fact remains that lotteries 
cater to an irristible emotion, hope, 
which springs eternal. The more 
abject the situation of the person, 
the blinder the hope. One who in- 

vests in a lottery ticket carries a 

big chunk of hope in his vest pock- 

et, mathematics or no mathematics. 

It is this psychological factor that 

has, through the ages, defeated the 

severest prohibition. The question 

_is, shall we allow the underworld 

to collect yearly a tribute of hun- 

.dreds of millions of dollars which, 

in spite, of repeal, still renders 

them so powerful, or shall we face 
the nasty mess squarely and elim- 

“inate the more vicious abuses and 

at least give the sucker a better 

mathematical break? 

. The example of France possibly 

‘points the way to a solution. All 

-gambling games are legalized and 

‘controlled by the state, which col- 


lects the “kitty” for charity, while 
lotteries are strictly prohibited ex- 


cept for charities and fine arts.

| Althaugh French cooking of to- 
day has been greatly simplified, a

dy with the coffee. 

Velvet Soup. 

Three pints consomme. 

Three level teaspoons tapioca. 

One egg yolk. 

Six teaspoons cream. 

Heat consomme to boiling point, 
add tapioca, stirring all the time, 
and simmer three minutes. Remove 
from stove and allow to stand cov- 
ered for five minutes. Add a little 
salt if necessary, and just before 
serving add the egg yolk, which has 
been well beaten with the cream. 
Serve at once. Serves six. 

Sole Mornay. 

Six filets of sole. 

One quart milk. 

Three teaspoons butter. 

Two teaspoons flour. 

One cu grated cheese. 

Salt and pepper. 

Put the filets in a shallow gran- 
iteware dish, cover with the milk, 
add salt and pepper and cook over a 
slow fire for 10 minutes. Drain the 
filets from milk and cool slightly on 
a platter. Melt butter in a pan, 
add flour, blend and make a thin 
cream sauce with the milk used in 
cooking the filets. Pour half of the 
sauce in a baking dish, sprinkle 
with half of the grated cheese and 
arrange the filets on the sauce. Pour 
the remaining sauce over them, 
sprinkle all with the rest of the 
cheese, dot with butter and allow 
to brown under broiler. Serves six. 

Roasted Rack of Lamb. 

One whole lamb loin. 

Two teaspoons lard. 

One-half cup cold water. 

Salt and pepper. 

Heat the oven to 450 degrees. 
| Pour the water in a roasting pan. 
|Place the lamb in it. Smear the 
meat with the lard and putin the 
hot oven, uncovered. After 20 min- 
ute, season with salt and pepper 
and bake until done, one-fourth of 
an hour per pound of meat.in all, 
basting frequently and adding a lit- 
tle more water if necessary. 

This roast is always served with a 
green salad. Serves six.

We Go to School: 
Proclamation. 

To My Fellow Citizens, 

American People: 


the 


NE hundred and forty-eight 
§ sal ago, the people of the 
United States began a new 
form of government on this conti- 
nent, “in order to form a more 
perfect union, establish justice, in- 
sure domestic tranquillity, provide 
for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of liberty to our- 
selves and our posterity.” 
Today extreme inequalities in 


the distribution of wealth have 
closed the doors of opportunity 
to millions of our children. 
Education is a function which 
the states can handle adequately 
only if helped «by the Federal 
Government, and the Govern- 
ment ought to see that such ben- 
efits of education are extended 
to all classes of citizens; but here 
in our beloved America we find 
inequalities in the benefits of the 
public schools. Some _ children 
are given excellent educational 
facilities in great, sanitary build- 
ings with ample equipment, with 
well-fed, well-trained teachers. 
Other children have poor educa- 
tional facilities, unsanitary build- 
ings, meager equipment, un- 
trained, poorly-paid teachers. The 
bitter fruits of these inequali- 
ties of opportunity, which endure 
for generations, must and shall 


Therefore we, the Government 


proclaim a policy to the people 
of the United States, that this 


every worthy man 
and woman, may secure an edu- 


| cation to the limit of their men- 


tal capacity, so that teachers and 
instructors may receive an ade- 
quate income, thereby gaining 
their God-given right to an equal 
enjoyment of the blessings of 
American liberty. 

Given this fourth day of Feb- 
ruary, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand nine hundrec thir- 
ty-seven, and in the year of our 
independence, the one hundred 
sixty-first. 

HUEY PIERCE LONG, 

President of the United States. 
After writing out this procla- 

mation, I summoned to my office 
the Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior, Oscar L. Chapman, and 
Dr. John W. Studebaker, Commis- 
sioner of Education. When they 


jarrived I handed them the procla- 


‘mation to read. Chapman read it 


‘over Studebaker’s shoulder. 


“Well,” said Chapman, when they 
had finished reading, “just what 
shall we say this means? What 
shall we do?” 

“It means,” I answer, “that I am 
writing a letter to the fathers and 
mothers of the United States to 
say: 

“‘T will send your boy and girl 
to college.’ 

“And we are to increase the Unit- 
ed States financial aid to the states 
for the operation of all schools, 
with a new Federal aid fund for the 
states to furnish a college é€duca- 


| tion for every boy and girl, able to 


pass the entrance examinations but 
denied the blessings of a college 
education by a lack of money,” I 
told them. “I want you, Mr. Chap- 
man, to take charge of this pro- 
gram for me, because construction 
funds will be required and the prob- 
lem goes far beyond the mere 
classroom. I want you, Mr. Stude- 
baker, to take charge of the edu- 
cational side, and I know you two 
gentlemen will co-operate with each 
other where your duties overlap.’ 

Both men nodded indorsement. 

“And the first thing we must do 
is raise the salaries of teachers and 
instructors to a level which equals 
their duties, responsibilities and 
training,” I added. 

Dr. Studebaker looked at me and 
said: 

“One in every three of our teach- 
ers is receiving less than $750 a 
year.” 

“Why, up at the Capitol we pay 
that much to Senate pages who 
have to be under 14 years of age,” 
I said. “I want your Commission 
to determine a decent living salary 
scale for the teachers in all schools 
benefiting from Federal funds. To 
me it is just as important to have 
our schools manned by prosperous 
and qualified teachers as to have 
them filled with happy, healthy 
youngsters. 

“But that is only part of it,” I 
continued. “Since my plan to share 
our wealth insures every family 
enough to sustain life and educate 
their children, there ought not to 
be many cases where the children

However, see to it that our plan 
leaves no boy or girl without the 
choice of attending college regard- 
less of the means of the student or 
the parents. 

“Then,” I concluded, “see to it 
that there is a system of standards 
so that the student, during study 
and training, will be ushered into 
the line of education or training for 
which his capacities show him to 
be best fitted.” 

“Sure,” answered Chapman, 
“there is need for both the black- 
smith and the lawyer. Good 
training and hours of work 
make the pursuit of one 
calling as delightful as the other. 
You want us not to divert the legal- 
ly inclined ‘mind toward the calling 
of a blacksmith, or vice versa.” 

“Exactly,” I answered. “And 
further, let us secure co-ordination 
to try and turn out in each line 
of endeavor something like the pro- 
portion a nation will need.” 

“I thoroughly agree with you, 
Mr. President,” said Dr. Stude- 
baker, and Chapman nodded his 
head in SoETOROTATION.

‘6 UR Pare 3 fathers made 
Oem provision for the perma- 
nent endowment and devel- 
opment of common school educa- 
tion,” said Dr. Studebaker. “You 
know, Mr. Presidént, even before 
the Constitution was adopted, the 
Continental Congress, by the 
ordinance of May 20, 1785, prepared 
the way for the advance of set- 
tlements and for the devolopment 
of public education as contempo- 
raneous projects. This ordinance 
reserved four lots out of each 
township in any new territory ac- 
quired by the United States, to 
be set aside for the maintenance of 
public schools within the said town- 
ships. It was an educational endow- 
ment of 640 acres of land in every 
new township. It was. the first 
Federal subsidy for education. The 
ordinance did not mention the man- 
ner in which public schools were to 
be established; it merely laid down 
a principle which finally dedicated 
not less than one-thirty-sixth of all 
public lands, with certain excep- 
tions as to mineral rights, to the 
cause of education by public 
schools.” 

“Yes,” I said. “I recall that in 
the ordinance of July 13, 1787, for 
the government of the territory of 
the United States northwest of the 
Ohio River, Congress declared: 

Religion, morality and knowl- 
edge being necessary to good gov- 
ernment and the happiness of 
mankind, schools and the means 
of education shall forever be en- 
couraged, 

“What a marvelous set of men 
they were, our founding fathers. 
They held that religion, morality 
and knowledge were necessary to 
good government and the happiness 
of mankind, That epitomizes the

platform on which I was elected to 
the presidency.” 
Crime and Punishment. 

The first serious talk I had with 
my Attorney-General convinced me 
I had chosen the man among a 
million for the post. As we shook 
hands in my executive office I felt 
his piercing eyes boring into my 
soul. I knew instantly that Frank 
Murphy was reading my heart and 
mind 
as though they were open books, 
and that something he sensed in 
me seemed to satisfy him. 

I said to him: 

“Frank, there are thousands, pos- 
sibly tens of thousands, of people 
walking the streets today, their 
pockets bulging with ill-gotten gain, 
who should be in jail for economic 
crimes. But there must be thou- 
sands, possibly tens of thousands, 
of people in jail, who should be 
free. I mean there are fathers of 
families, who stole a loaf of bread, 
or a bottle of milk, or a pig, or 
broke into a store to get canned 
goods to keep their wives and chil- 
dren from starving to death in this 
great economic crisis, and were 
punished with as heartless a cru- 
elty as was ever displayed by Ro- 
man tyrants against the early 
Christians. How can we get them 
out of jail? I am willing to pardon 
every one of thosé cases where the 
prisoners are in Federal jails, con- 
victed of that type of crime; but 
what about the state prisoners in 
state jails?” 

“There can be notwo rules about 
that, Mr. President, but we must 
be very discriminating if we are to 
be sensible in dealing with that 
problem,” the Attorney-General re- 
plied. “Men who committed crime 
to furnish food for their children 
should not have been punished in 
the first place. In fact, they 
should have been treated with sym- 
pathy for having dared a prison 
sentence in order to feed _ their 
children. 

“I feel a board should be insti- 
tuted in every state of the Union, 
to be composed of psychiatrists and 
sociologists, with a competent per- 
son to represent the public at large. 
I would have such boards review 
every case called to their atten- 
tion, in which the man serving the 
sentence has been convicted of a 
crime committed under the driv- 
ing urge of self-preservation. In 
every case where there was no pre- 
vious record, and where there are 
women and _ children dependent 
upon the prisoner for livelihood, I 
would release him. 

“I understand, General, that 
crime is costing our country twelve 
hundred million dollars annually,” 
I said. 

“That’s correct,” he replied. “And 
besides, we spend about forty mil- 
lion dollars a-year on the prosecu- 
tion of Federal crimes alone. The 
cost of punishing crimes is a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 
actual crime loss. Obviously, if 
we spend a billion dollars a year 
to eliminate crime— instead of a 
mere fifty million, or some few hun- 
dred millions in all the country— 
and thereby cut our crime loss in 
half, we would save five or six bil- 
lion dollars a year to the American 
people.” 

“Again we agree,” I said. “But 
how should we approach this prob- 
lem of reducing crime?” 

“It should begin in childhood, in 
our public and private schools,” 
the Attorney-General replied. “Our 
school children should be taught a 
greater respect for law, not only in 


the schools but in the homes. 
There should be a revival of relig- 
ious training in the home, without 
regard to faith, but in keeping 
with uplifting teachings. There 
should be a complete reorganiza- 
tion of our correctional institutions 
to which we send the boy and girl 
who makes a single mistake.” 

“I shall charge you, as Attorney- 
Genera’ with that responsibility 
and that duty,” I told him. “You 
shall set an example in Federal in- 
stitutions and we shall educate 
state administrations, through pub- 
licity and whatever influence We 
have, to follow your example, 
wherever they have not done so 
heretofore on their own initiative.” 

“You make me very happy, Mr. 
President, by giving me such a 
duty,” he replied. 

“Now, shouldn’t there be some 
reformation or revision of our ju- 
dicial methods of meting out pun- 
ishment?” I next inquired. 

“Mr. President, you have touch- 
ed a subject with which I have 
had practical experience, and on 
which I have very pronounced 
views,” he replied. “The present 
method of issuing sentences in our 
Federal and state courts is a dis- 
grace to the name of justice.”

. () suaee yourself,” 1 _ said. 

What are your suggestions 
on that score?” 

“I believe,” said the Attorney- 
General, “that every man should 
be sentenced only on the recom- 
mendation of a _ sociologist and 
psychiatrist. They should have be- 
fore them a_e social, econamic, 
moral, and mental picture of the 
man, as well as knowledge of the 
circumstances of the crime, before 
imposing a sentence. They should 
understand his career from child- 
hood, some facts about his conduct 
in school, and his record, if any, 
in private employment. 

“We cling to the idea of punitive 
justice, instead of an intelligent 
and critical judgment of a crime 
based upon the’ social, moral and 
economic facts of his case. We 
want to punish, and not to correct 
conditions by using common sense 
in administering justice. It is a 
sadistic strain in our system. 

“It took a second of my time for 
me, when I was a Judge, to impose 
a life sentence. But it took a life- 
time from that man. Sometimes 
such sentences are imposed by ig- 
norance, and sometimes by lazi- 
ness, and sometimes by mere indi- 
gestion in the Judge.” 

“You believe, then, there should 
be a sentencing board in every Fed- 
eral court, to sentence intelligently, 
after compiling an accurate record 
of the man’s life?” I asked. 

“Yes. And that record should go 
to the penal board, so that, if and 
when the man is sentenced, the pe- 
nal authorities may deal with him 
intelligently, in accord with the rec- 
ommendations of the sociologists 
and psychiatrists who have joined 
in sentencing him.” 

“You believe, then, 
record would enable the penal 
boards to prescribe the _ correct 
treatment in prisons for the re- 
demption of the criminal?” 

“Exactly,” said the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. “I feel we must reorganize 
the present system of operating 
our jails. We must isolate first of- 
fenders and prevent them absolute- 
ly from associating with hardened 
criminals. It is such associations 
that place the first offender be-
